RECENT BDG EFFORTS. WHILE SYMPATHETIC WITH THE 
SITUATION IN BANGLADESH AND WITH THE RATIONALE FOR 
OUR SUPPORT, FUHRMANN TOOK AN EXTREMELY PESSIMISTIC 
VIEW OF BANGLADESH'S ECONOMIC PROSPECTS AND STATED 
THAT THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC IS NOT PREPARED TO EXPAND 
ITS PRESENT LEVEL OF ASSISTANCE. IN FACT, HE GAVE 
THE IMPRESSION THAT THE GERMANS BELIEVE THAT THEIR 
PAST ASSISTANCE HAS LARGELY GONE DOWN THE DRAIN AND, 
GIVEN THE TIGHT FRG BUDGET, THAT DEVELOPMENT 
ASSISTANCE FUNDS COULD BE SPENT MORE PRODUCTIVELY 
IN OTHER LDCS. 

2. FUHRMANN WAS SKEPTICAL ABOUT THE SIGNIFICANCE 
OF THE RECENT BDG DEVALUATION AND 

STABILIZATION PROGRAM REPORTED REF A. COMMENTING THAT 
THE PRESIDENT OF BANGLADESH HAD NO UNDERSTANDING OF 
ECONOMICS WHATSOEVER AND HAD PROMISED VIGOROUS ACTION 
BEFORE WHILE DOING NOTHING, FUHRMANN SAW NO REASON 
TO EXPECT ANYTHING DIFFERENT NOW. HE ADDED THAT THE 
RECENT DEVALUATION OF THE TAKA, WHILE HELPING IN THE 
LONG RUN, WOULD MAKE THE IMMEDIATE SITUATION WORSE 
BY INCREASING INFLATION (PARTICULARLY IN FOODSTUFFS 
WHERE THE GREATEST INCIDENCE WILL BE ON THE POOR) 

AND WORSENING THE BOP. 

3. FUHRMANN CONCLUDED THAT THE SITUATION WAS RATHER 
HOPELESS. HE THOUGHT THAT BANGLADESH COULD MAINTAIN 
ITS ECONOMIC VIABILITY ONLY THROUGH (L) SIGNIFICANT 
QUANTITIES OF AID FROM THE OPEC NATIONS, (2) OIL 
DISCOVERIES IN THE BAY OF BENGAL, (3) QUICK TAPPING 

AND EXPORT OF NATURAL GAS FINDS. IF THE BDG WAS TO 
TAKE SIGNIFICANT AND MEANINGFUL MEASURES TO HELP 
ITSELF, THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC MIGHT, AT A LATER DATE, 
RECONSIDER ITS POSITION ON INCREASING THE LEVEL OF AID. 

4. THE PROBLEMS OF THE BERLIN CLAUSE (REF B) WAS NOT 
RAISED BY EMBOFF OR FUHRMANN.
